THE  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Bristol  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the 
140th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts  to  the 
subscribers,  donors,  the  City  Council  and  other  Local  Authorities. 
They  desire  to  thank  all  for  the  assistance  which  has  been  given 
and  which  has  enabled  them  to  carry  on  the  work  with  encourag- 
ing success.  They  earnestly  appeal  for  help  to  maintain  the 
useful  services  for  the  welfare  of  the  Blind. 

One  hundred  and  forty  years  ago  the  Institution  was  founded 
and  incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  1832.  From  time  to 
time  the  work  has  been  extended  and  improved  to  meet  modern 
requirements.  To-day,  Bristol’s  Blind  Institution  ranks  among 
the  foremost  of  its  kind  in  this  country. 

FINANCE. 

The  audited  annual  accounts  presented  with  this  Report  shew 
a fairly  satisfactory  general  position.  The  Departmental  Accounts 
published  vary  in  the  success  of  the\  efforts  to  make  both  ends 
meet,  but  taking  the  accounts  as  a whole  in  the  General  Revenue 
Account  and  the  Balance  Sheet,  the  result  is  one  that  gives 
real  cause  lor  thankfulness  in  these  difficult  times. 

Some  departments  shew  decreases  in  income  and  in  total 
expenditure,  but  the  blind  have  not  suffered  any  diminution  in 
the  rates  of  their  wages  or  income,  and  in  some  eases  have 
benefited  by  increases.  Full-time  employment  has  been  given 
to  all,  and  liberal  holidays  with  pay. 

The  general  income  from  subscriptions  and  donations  has 
fallen  somewhat,  and  legacies  are  below  the  average.  Sales  are 
above  the  previous  year,  but  still  leave  room  for  considerable 
improvement. 
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The  grants  from  Bristol  and  other  Local  Authorities  have 
been  maintained  at  a most  helpful  level,  and  in  spite  of  the  need 
for  general  economy,  some  increases  will  be  received  this  year. 
These  increases  will  be  immediately  handed  on  to  those  blind 
persons  most  in  need  of  additional  help. 

For  the  success  of  their  work  the  Committee  rely  on  a steady 
maintenance  of  public  support  by  way  of  subscriptions  and 
donations,  purchase  of  work  made  by  the  blind,  and  other  conti  i - 
butions  to  meet  the  considerable  and  necessary  expenditure. 

THE  SCHOOL. 

Number  of  Pupils. — During  the  year  the  number  has 
increased.  At  present  there  are  122  pupils  in  School.  Five  of 
these  are  leaving  in  July. 

The  School  has  been  reorganised  and  classified  in  five 
sections:  Kindergarten,  Preparatory,  Middle  School,  and  Upper 
School  A and  B.  Greater  variety  in  handwork  is  being  developed. 
Swimming  is  being  taught  to  both  boys  and  girls. 

A School  Literary  and  Debating  Society  has  been  formed 
for  pupils  over  14  years  of  age.  The  Society  is  governed  by  a 
Committee  elected  by  the  pupils,  and  meets  on  Friday  evenings 
during  the  Christmas  and  Easter  terms. 

Religious  Instruction. — A full  syllabus  of  religious  instruction 
has  been  given  under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  R.  K.  Paget  and 
the  Rev.  H.  Knapman.  Two  boys  and  three  girls  were  con- 
firmed at  Horfield  Church  on  the  26th  March,  1933. 

Music  and  Singing. — Continued  progress  can  be  reported  in 
this  department.  During  the  year  groups  of  pupils  have  given 
free  concerts  to  various  Societies  in  the  City. 

“ Zurika,  The  Gypsy  Maid,"  an  operetta,  was  given  in 
February,  after  the  enforced  postponement  of  the  usual  Christmas 
festivities. 

Piano  Tuning. — Good  work  is  being  done  in  this  branch  of 
training.  Four  pupils  have  taken  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the 
Blind  Pianoforte  Tuning  and  Repairing  Examination  during  the 
past  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  all  four  were  successful. 

Technical  Training. — Work  in  the  Basketry,  Mat  Making 
and  Knitting  Departments  is  being  well  carried  out.  The  number 
of  Technical  Trainees  is  35.  Application  to  work,  and  the 
standard  of  work  produced  is  improving.  The  Departments  give 
promise  of  sustained  progress. 

Physical  Training. — Instruction  is  given  by  specialist 
teachers.  Full  use  is  being  made  of  the  gymnasium  and 
I apparatus.  The  School  Sports  are  being  organized  on  the  House 
Isystem.  Both  Junior  and  Senior  pupils  are  showing  keen  support 
\of  Sports  Day.

The  Committee  report  with  very  great  regret  that  the  break- 
down in  the  health  of  the  late  Principal,  Mr.  Gray  lias  been 
of  so  severe  a character  that  it  has  been  found  impossible  for 

man  ancfthe  ,Sch°o1  . Mr,  Gra>'  was  a ™°st  exceptional 

man,  and  the  School  has  sustained  a great  loss. 

°ur  new  Principal,  Mr.  E.  H.  Getliff,  took  up  his  duties 
at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  The  Committee  welcome  him  to 
the  School,  and  wish  him  every  success  in  the  work  he  has 
begun  so  well. 


During  Mr  Gray  s absence  the  work  was  carried  out  most 
efficiently  by  Mr.  James.  The  Committee  wish  to  thank  him 
Mrs.  Cramp,  the  Matron,  Miss  Wickham  and  all  the  Staff  for 
the  splendid  way  in  which  they  shouldered  the  extra  responsibili- 
ties entailed  by  Mr.  Gray’s  absence. 


THE  WORKSHOPS. 

In  our  Workshops  in  Museum  Avenue,  Park  Street,  we  have 
been  pursuing  the  even  tenor  of  our  way.  The  numbers  of  our 
blind  workers  here  have  slightly  increased.  There  are  now  36 
men  and  38  women  at  work  daily,  in  addition  to  whom  T adult 
male  pupils  and  2 women  are  being  trained  in  handicrafts, 
making  a total  of  83.  Let  the  reader  imagine  what  it  means  to 
these  folk  to  look  forward,  as  they  do,  to  their  daily  labour  which 
makes  them  useful  and  honourable  members  of  Society.  In  the 
dark  old  days  they  would  probably  have  been  begging  at  street 
corners,  or  sitting  at  home  forlorn  and  downcast. 

Our  total  Sales  of  the  products  of  these  people’s  work  amount 
to  £5,149,  as  will  be  seen  from  our  Trading  Account  on  page  21 
of  this  Report.  This  is  about  £40  more  than  the  sales  for  the- 
previous  year,  and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  management  and 
on  the  saleswomen  both  in  and  out  of  doors,  and  upon  our  motor 
van  salesman.  May  we  again  invite  the  buying  public  to  patronise- 
our  Blind  Workshops  whenever  they  can. 

Our  Report  on  this  feature  of  the  Work  would  not  be 
complete  without  expressing  grateful  thanks  to  those  ladies — 
including  Miss  Baker,  Miss  Bladder,  Miss  Bucknall,  Mrs.  H. 
Budgett,  Miss  Elsey,  Mrs.  Milligan,  Mrs.  A.  Pritchard,  Miss  G. 
Pritchard,  Miss  Starling  and  Miss  Stooke — who  devote  time  week 
after  week  to  reading  to  some  of  the  women  w-orkers.  Such 
kindness  is  its  own  reward,  but  that  is  no  reason  for  leaving  it 
unrecognised.  Apart  from  those  blind  at  the  Workshops,  let  it  be 
imagined  how  many  other  handicapped  folk  might  have  their 
lives  brightened  if  only  there  were  more  helpers  available. 
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HOSTEL  FOR  BLIND  WOMEN. 

The  Hostel  at  15,  Woodland  Road,  continues  to  supply  suit- 
able accommodation  for  the  blind  workers,  and  for  the  blind  who 
have  no  home. 

The  total  number  that  can  be  cared  for  is  24.  The  average 
number  of  the  inmates  for  the  past  year  was  19.  Children  from 
the  School  at  Westbury  are  also  taken  in  for  the  holidays,  when, 
owing  to  the  distance  "from  their  homes  or  other  circumstances, 
they  are  prevented  from  going  away. 

The  Hostel  Committee  are  much  indebted  to  the  following 
ladies  and  gentlemen  who  kindly  gave  monthly  talks  on  various 
subjects  during  the  winter  months:  Mr.  Dent,  Toe  H;  Canon 
Yates  on  Palestine;  Mrs.  Gunn  on  Russia.  Grateful  thanks  are 
also  due  to  Mrs.  Sewell  for  her  kindness  and  generosity  in  pro- 
viding a home  at  Clevedon,  free  of  cost  during  the  summer 
months,  not  only  to  the  Hostel  inmates,  but  for  blind  women 
living  in  their  own  homes  who  need  a holiday.  Also  to  Mrs. 
Bishop,  Organizer  of  the  V.U.A.,  for  arranging  a Concert,  and 
to  Miss  Herring,  of  Priddy,  for  the  proceeds  of  a Whist  Drive. 
Also  to  Mrs.  Adams  for  the  gift  of  £5  towards  treats  for  the 
women. 

The  Annual  Concert  given  by  the  inmates  in  January  is 
much  appreciated  by  visitors,  and  the  collection  taken  provides 
a fund  for  outings  to  the  seaside  and  other  treats. 

The  Garden  Sale  has  become  an  annual  feature,  and  helps 
to  form  a fund  for  the  reduction  of  expenses  in  connection  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Hostel. 

Miss  Buckworth  and  Miss  Willway  do  everything  possible 
to  make  the  inmates  comfortable  and  happy. 

BLIND  HOME  WORKERS. 

In  spite  of  the  trade  depression,  the  Home  Workers  in  most 
instances  have  maintained  their  position,  but  there  is  still  the 
difficulty,  especially  in  the  villages,  of  disposing  of  the  goods 
produced.  The  isolated  worker  is  thus  doubly  handicapped  by 
lack  of  contacts.  Every  effort  is  made  by  the  co-operation  of 
Voluntary  Associations,  County  Committees  and  our  Home 
Workers’  Supervisor,  to  maintain  the  standard  of  work  done  by 
our  Home  Workers  as  Piano  Tuners,  Organists,  Teachers  of 
Music,  Basket  Makers,  Chair  Seaters,  and  Knitters  of  Hosiery 
and  other  Woollen  Garments.  Several  certificates  have  been 
gained  at  Exhibitions. 

Much  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  problem  of  extend- 
ing the  range  of  Home  Industries  for  our  workers.  Visits  have 
been  paid  to  other  Institutions  for  observation,  and  it  is  probable 
that  Boot  Repairing  will  be  added  as  an  experiment  in  suitable 
cases. 


the  r„2  AHr  ,the  ,ln“nc^1  assistance  received  from 
the  Count}  Authorities  has  enabled  the  Committee  to  add  a 

sum  Per  ,weeJi  to  tiie  augmentation  of  the  Home  Workers' 
earnings.  During  the  past  year  seven  new  Home  Workers  have 
been  registered  and  supplied  with  hut,  tools  and  equipment.  Of 
the  ui  Home  Workers  now  recognised,  8 reside  in  Bristol  and 
49  in  the  counties  of  Gloucestershire,  Somerset  and  Wilts.  Each 
of  these  areas  is  represented  on  the  Home  Teaching  Committee 
,llc“  supervises  this  branch  of  work  in  the  counties  mentioned 


HOME  TEACHING. 

In  addition  to  the  Home  Workers  there  is  a wide  ran^e  of 
blind  persons  who  are  able  to  undertake  some  form  of  manual 
occupation  although  not  registered  as  wage  earners.  The  four 
Blind  Home  Teachers  who  work  within  the  Bristol  area  pay- 
frequent  visits  and  give  every  encouragement  to  the  blind,  over  a 
very  wide  age-range,  to  take  up  some  form  of  simple  handicraft 
or  home  occupation  for  which  they  may  be  physically  fitted.  This 
is  combined  with  tuition  in  reading  and  writing  of  raised  type. 
Now  that  practically  all  our  blind  folk  have  the  wireless  installed 
the  tendency  to  be  satisfied  with  listening-in  is  counteracted 
wherever  possible  by  encouragement  to  read. 

The  Library  has  been  revised,  and  care  is  taken  to  see  that 
the  appetite  of  even  the  most  ravenous  reader  is  fully  satisfied 
with  a good  blend  of  both  the  lighter  and  the  more  classic 
literature.  During  the  year  about  4,000  volumes  have  been 
issued  from  the  Library. 

The  Home  Teachers  paid  about  6,000  visits  to  370  blind 
persons  in  their  homes.  Each  month  the  Home  Teachers  attend 
the  Committee  and  make  a full  report  on  their  visitations  and 
give  details  of  cases  in  which  special  help  is  needed.  They  are 
often  the  conveyers  of  messages  of  gratitude  from  the  homes  of 
the  blind  to  the  Committee  and  Staff  of  the  Home  Teaching 
Department.

Headers  of  this  Report  are  earnestly  requested  to  use  their 
influence  whenever  possible  in  assisting  the  campaign  against 
blindness. 

Many  have  lost  their  sight  through  delay,  and  people  of  all 
ages  with  eye  inflammation,  defective  sight  or  an  injury  (however 
trivial  it  may  at  first  appear)  should  be  urged  to  obtain  skilled 
medical  advice  at  once. 

If  in  all  cases  advice  could  be  given  in  the  early  stages,  and 
the  treatment  carried  out  as  long  as  the  doctor  considered  it 
necessary,  better  results  could  be  obtained  and  a considerable 
amount  of  blindness  prevented.
